WORKERS* FACILITIES IMPROVED — Izgrev, No I36O, 10 Mar 49 

The Section for Workers • Supply, Ministry of Industry, announces 
a significant iMprovement in living conditions for workers in state 
industrial enterprises darliig 1948, 

During the year, 764 workers* mess halls, serving S7|767 work- 
ers, have been installed and equipped with all the necessary equip- 
ment. Twice as many workers were served during 1948 as in the 
preceding year. Also, 706 new workers* dormitories, housing 14,094 
working men and women, and 1,818 apartments for over 2,400 Workers* 
families were opened during the year. In comparison with 1947 a 120 
percent mure workers were housed In 30 percent more housing units 
during 1948. In the 35 new children's homes established during the 
year, 2 ^ times more children were aocommipdated than in 1947. 

IRDCmY TRAINS SKILLED LABOR — Izgrev, No 1355, 3 Mar 49 

During 1948, more than I7I specialists* courses were given in 
4o different branches of Industry to train skilled Industrial per- 
sonnel for the increasing needs of Bulgarian industry. About 7,000 
persons cimpleted the courses, whilo another 9,000 will take simi- 
lar courses this year. Many of the graduates of such courses have 
qualified as eiperts. 

Thirty new specialists* courses were opened between 1 January 
and 18 February 1949, and others will be opened later this year.

ers, and ahtldiffUsOrs . Mlhlcov also has fton,stt*ucted ah apparatus 
for av'tomatlc transition frori radioscopy to radiography. 

On 9 Septe^er 1944, Minkov placed himself at the disposal of 
the national got^ernment • He is nov connected vith the Lekarska 
Kooperatslya (Medical Cooperative), which manufactures a great 
yarlety of X-ray and electrically operated medical equipment. He 
is eiigegec chiefly in tuberculosis research and in prcmotihg the 
Bulsarian X-ray irid:astry. --o 
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
